Hat Your Petitioners and the ſaid deceaſed Pcrſons were in the Year 
1682, and 1683, by the Contrivance and Contederacy of Sir John 
Moor Kt. Sir Dudley North Kt. Sir Peter Rich Kt. Sir Edmond Saun- 
ders Kt. late Chief Juſtice of the Xzzgs Bexch, and ſome others, proſecu- 
ted and convicted for aRyot ; the Fatt objected againſt them being no 
other, in truth, than the peaceable doing their Duties as Citizens of Loxdor 
and Emgliſhmen, in Eletion of Sheritts for the ſaid City and County of 
Middleſex. 


That in the Proceedings upon the ſaid preten {cd Ryot, many Notorious 
Violations of the Law were committed, and Y our Fetitioners denied Come 
mon Juſtice, by the Combination and Contederacy of the Perſons laſt 
above-named, and others ; inſomuch that Your Petitioners, and the ſaid 
deceaſed Defendants were, by Judgment of the Court ot Azzgs Bench in 
Trixity Term 1683, Unrealonably Fined 4100 /. and were, by Impriſon- 
ment, and otherwiſe, Forced to pay the ſame ; which Sum of 4100 /. was 
long ſince paid into the Exchequer, 


That at Your Petitioners Proſecution, the ſaid Judgment was Reverſed 
the laſt Parliament as Erroneous, whereby Your Majeity ſtands by Law 
liable to make Reſtitution of the ſaid Sum of 4100 /. as Your Petitioners are 
adviſed. . 


Now foraſmuch as Your Majeſties Generous Undertaking in coming 
into this Kingdom, tended only for the Vindicating and Eſtabliſhing our 
Religion, Laws and Liberties, and for Relieving rhe Oppretſed ;-and for 
that it is agreeable to Equity, that ſuch as did the Wrong ſhould make 
Reſtitution ; And Your Petitioners hoping the Parliament now Affembled 
will rake the whole Matter into their Contideraticn, and paſs a Bill for Re+ 
lief of Your Petitioners out of the Confederates Eſtates,and not leave them 


to be ſatisfied by Your Majeſty. 


Tour Petitioners therefore humbly beſeech Your Majeſty, 
1 hat the ſaid Confederates, the Proſecutors of Tour | 
Petitioners, and the Judges, and Others concerned 
therein, may be E:xcepted in the AC of Grace, 7a- 
tended by Your Majeſty, as to All they did in Rela- 
tion to the Proſecution and Judgment upon the pre« 
tended Ryot above-ſpecified,
